Whyfwes: - 
land, is the negligence of Princes, which pu- — 
nith not this offence; and the fearſulneſſe of land. 
the Miniſters, who dare not reproue this fin 
in Gentlemen and noble perſonages, and e- 
ſpecially the euill example of parents: who 
neither leaue this ſinne themſelues, nor yet 
punith it ſeuerely in their poſterite.

» ctifymg the Sabaoth. Leo and Antbemius 
» (being religious Princes) writing to Arm- 
3 ſius, commanded him in theſe words; That 
the feſtiuall dayes being dedicated to the 
excellent Maieſtie of God, ſhould neither 
be 
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| be occupied in paſtime and pleaſure, neither? 
be prophaned in exacting of tributes: like 
| wile wee decree (lay they) that the Sunday 
ſhall be reuerently honoured, that it ſhal be » 
exempted from all buſines; in this day lets 
| no ſuretiſhip betaken, let no man be — , 
moned to appeare: let no man vſepleading, » 
and let no cauſes or matters of controuerſies⸗ 
be heard, And a little after it followeth, nei 
ther do we ſuffer, that this day being exemp- » 
| ted from all trauell, ſhould be ſpentin wan- » 
tonnes and filthy delighits, that there be any » 
enterlude or pageant plaid on the dominical + 
| day, or anie game or paſtime in the place of » 
excrciſe called Ccus, or the lamentable ſpe- 
ctale of beaſts: yea although the ſolemnity » 
of our birth happen vpon this day, let it be, 
deferred: if ame man on this day ſhall haue, 
| anie acceſle to ſpectacles, or vnder the pre-, 
tence of priuate or publike affaires, ſhall be, 
an Apparitor or Sergeant toanie Judge, vi-, 
| olating or breaking theſe Statutes, let him, 
looſe the commoduicof warfare,and rynne ,

The holie Prophetes and Apoſtles com- 

mend vnto vs the haliowing of the S+baoth, 
the Fathers exhort vs to the ſame, the lawes 
of godly Princes commaund it, yet we con- 
tinue 
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tinue in England wilfull contemners of this 
Mit precept, The ſanctification of the Sabaoth 
mus ſandlis· conſilleth in foure things. Firſt of all, holy 
| cation of zhe . 
|| Sabzorh con. men ought to enter into the Church, where 
Ab in . the Golpell mult be expounded and decla- 
4 | 3 red; by the which the Auditorie may learn 
4 what to thinke of God, what is the true ſer⸗ 
uice of God, and how the name of GOD 
may be glorified. Secondly, there muſt be 
praiers & petitions made vnto God for the 
. neceſsitie of all men. Thirdly, we mult ex- 
{| toll the g2odnesof God, giuing thankes for 
his daily and ineſtimable benefites ; which 
giuing of thankes excludeth foure things, | 
firtt contempt of God, ſecondly forgetful- 
nes of God, thirdiy malice, fourthly the a- 
buſe of Gods creatures, And the ſacraments 
muſt religiouſſy be celebrated, if the time, 
occaſion and cuſtome of the Church doo fo 
require: for it is Chiefly required in t he fourth 
precept, that we ſhould diligently oblerue 
and deuoutly exerciſe the holy ſacraments 
and holy rytes of the Church being lawſull, 
pi oſitable, and neceſſarie. Fourtlily, huma- 
nitie and beneficencie muſt take place in the 
Church, all men mull learne daily to be be- 
neſiciall in giuing ofalmes priuately, but to 
be moithberall publ. quely whenſocuer ne- 
ceſsmie 
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ceſsitie of the time and opportunitie ſhal ſo 
require, Whereas we ſhould ſpend our ſab- 
both in hearing and reading of the word of 
God, we ſpend it in reading of vaine & wic- 
ked pamphlets: wheras we ſhuld then make 
petition to God for our neceſsities, we wan- 
'» der vp & downe after deceiptfull vanities: 
wher we ſhuld be thankful to god. eſpecial- 
ly on that day for his benefits, we miſſpend 
our time in idle paſtimes: & laſtly, wher we 
ſhuld be liberal to the poor, we are prodigal 

| to min(trels,bearkcepers. plajers,&1o al ma- 

| ſters — then as al diumes 
& godly princes haue approued the ſanctifi- 
cation of this day, & no all ſorts of people 
prophane the ſame, the old aſwel as the N 
tlie father aſwel as the ſon, the maſter aſwel 
as the ſeruant, the miniſter aſwel as the audi- 
tory, & tlie magiſtrate with the priuate mã: 
& neither the commãdement of God is fea- 
red, nor the example of our maker imitated. 
nor the admonitions of the prophets regar- 
ded, nor the counſels ot the apoſiles follow- 
ed, nor the reprehẽſions ofthe fathers eſtee- 
med: it cãnot be but this prophanatiõ of the 
Sabaoth fo general. ſo frequent, & fo conti- 
nuall, crie th to the Lord for a perpetuall de- 


ſolation, & fur the vengeance of eternal fire. 
* 
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Murther alſo is another finne that crieth 
for vengeance, The voice of thy brothers blood 
(faith God) crieth vnto me from the earth. To 
looſe our wealth it is greeuous, but to looſe 
our good name more greeuous, but to looſe 
our life that is moſt greeuous of all. Firſt it 
is an heinous offence that one man ſhould 
kill another: ſecondly it is more hainous, 
when a ſuperior killethan inferior: thirdly, 
it is a moſt hainous offence, when one bro- 
ther killeth another, as Cain killed Abel : 
fourthly it is more deteſtable, when a wic- 
ked man killetha righteous : fifthly, & that 
for the ſincere eds nx of God: ſixtly, it he 
doo it of apretended hatred :and ſeuenthly 
if he doo it after admonition. In England 
man killeth man, the lord the tennant, the 
brother his brother, the wicked the good, & 
that for the true worthip of God, and of ha- 
tred, and after godly admonition. There- 
tore as the blood of Abel cried from the 
earth vnto the Lord, ſo doth the blood ot 
the Saints ſhed in the late daies of Queene 
Marie, crie for vengeance againſt the wic- 
ked. 

Who fo ſheddeth mans blood, by man let his 
blood be ſhed : for after bis ovne image God made 
man, Furſtheere wee learne that man was 
made 
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made to praiſe God: whoſocuer then killeth 
man, hindreth the glorie of God, Secondly, 
how was man created? in righteouſnes, ho- 
lines, mercie, truth: theſe vertues being eſ- 
ſentiall in God, are accidentall in vs: who» 
| ſocucr therefore murthereth a man, de- 
| ſtroycth thoſe vertues, wherein man dooth 
participate with the nature of God. Third- 
ly, fith God made man after lus owne like- 
neſſe: here we learne that God loueth man 
| aboucall the creatures of the world, & we 
; ought not to hate him whom God loueth. 
Fourthly, ſith man is the image of God and 
| 3 dothexcellallcreatures; whoſoeuer mur- 

| thereth him, deſtroyeth the molt excellent 
| workmanſhip of God, 

| But how little we regard theſe thingy, it 

is manifeſt by the wilfull murthers often cõ- 
mitted in and about London; whole blood 

no doubt crieth to God, as Abels did, out of 
| the earth. For firſt God istheludgeof the 

quicke and the dead. Secondly, he is the a- 

| uenger of all euill; for albeit men will wink 
at murther, yet God will not. And therfore 
the Prophet Dauid criethout; O God to Who Pfl.

where he laith that eates are for the belly, & 
the belly for meates, but God will deſtroy both it 
and them; for gluttonie and drunkennes are 
maintainers ot venerie : the ſecond argu- 
ment is drawen from the conditionof our 
bodies, in the ſame verſe, the bodre is not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; for as God is 
worſhipped in heauen of angels which are 
ſpirites, ſo will he be worſhipped in earth 
of men which haue bodies; and therefore 
our bodies ſhall be raiſed vp to glorie : the 
third argument is drawen froman abſurdi- 
tie; It is againſt reaſon ſaith the apoſtle, that 
our bodies, being the members of Chriſt, 
ſhould be made the members of an harlot, & 
ſo to bring them from high dignitie, to moſt 
vile indignitie: the 4. atgument is drawen 
from the compatiſon of God and an harlot;

The ſeuenth and laſt argument is taken frõ 
the lawe, in the laſt verſe; you are bought 
with a price, that is, not with gold nor ſiluer, 
but with the moſt precious blood of Chriſt;

As the ſinnes of Sodome are euident, ſo 750ome 
are they many: Behold this was the iniquitie of ſimes and fo 
thy ſiſter Sodome, pride, fulnes of bread , and a- —3 
boundance of Idlenes , neither did ſhe ſtrengthen Exo, 15, 45. 
the hand of the poore and nec die. Pride is of 2. 
ſorts, carnal and ſpirituall: carnall pride is 
that which cõſiſteth in the decking & trim- 
ming of the fleſh, againſt which Paul thus 
writeth: Tale no thought of the fleſh tofulfilthe Rom, i,. 
luſtes of it. And women ate forbidden to 
weare broidred haire, or gold, or pearles,or coſt- — 
ly apparell. And the like is alſo inhibited by * 
Saint Peter, This pride was in the harlot, _ 
who ſaid: ſhehad decht her bed with couerings — * 
and clothes of Egipt , and made her hed to ſmell 
of mirrhe, Aloes, & Cynamon. And this pride 
Saint Paulreproueth, when hee willeth vs 
not to faſhion our ſelues according to this World, Row, 1213. 
But notwithſtanding, pride is firſt in al ages, 
as in children, yong andold. Secondly, in e- 
uerie ſexe, as in menand women. Thirdly, 
im all

three cauſes,

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in all eſtates, as in magiſtrats & priuate men. 
Fourthly, in all times, as in poperie, and in 
the Goſpell. Fiftly, in all places, as in the 
market and in the temple. 

Apparell was giuen for three ends: for 
honeſties ſake to couer our vnſeemly parts: 
for necesſities ſake, to defend vs from the 
iniurie of the weather: and for dignities ſake 
both to diſtinguiſh men from beaſts, & mẽ 
of high degree from the lower ſort. GOD 
clothed the noble ſubiect of the ſoule with 
à vile hodie, to teach vs that we ſhould not 
deck our vile bodie with gorgeous apparell, 
not agreeing either with cõlines, neceſſitie, 
or our calling. I thinke it good ( faith G- 

ian) that not onely maides and widowes, 
— alſo married women be warned, that 
they ſhould by no meanes adulterate the 
worke of God, and his making: for as Jerom 
ſaith: Theſe things are the nouriſiments of 
luſt, and the tokens of an vnchaſt minde: 
How can ſhe weepe for her ſinnes, or lift vp 
her eies and countenance to heauen, whome 
God doth not know 2? Thomas deceiued Ju- 
das by trimming of apparell , Jexabell pain- 
ted her faceto | as. Iebo, (leopatra pain- 
ted her face to deceiue Antonius, who be- 
ing overcome of Octauian, he * 
im 
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himſelfeand buried her aliue with an aſpe 
in the ſepulcher of Antonius. 1 

eAmbroſe in his Hexameron faith, do not anbei hes. 
take awaie the picture of God, and take on c * 
thee the picture of an harlot, for that picture 
dot h not become thee, but is faultie, not of. 
ſimplicitie but of deceipt, it beguileth and 
deceiueth: ſo that thou canſt not pleaſe him 
whom thou deſireit to pleaſe, which vnder- 
ſtandeth that it is not his but an other mans 
that pleaſeth, and thou deſpiſeſt thy maker, 
whoſe workmanſhip is defaced. For as fe- 
rome, noteth : Ifa woman decke her ſelfe _ rome 
that ſhe may prouoke the lookes of men to- 
wards her, although there follow no harme, | 
yet she ſhall ſuffer eternall condemnation, , 
for ſhe hathoffered poyſon, if any wil drinke |, 
of it. | 
Alas, alas, that greate citie that Was clothed 
iu fine linen, and purple, & ſcarlet, & gilt wth — 
gold, and pretions ſtones, and pearles : for in one © 
houre ſo greate riches are come to defolation « 
Here yee ſee that pride goeth before, and 
deſtructioncommeth after. So the Prophet

apparel euery tearme: Chriſt cõmanded his 
Diſciples they ſhuld haue but one coate, & 
we muſt haue for euery day in the weeke a 
coate 7 hõ Baptiſt was clothed in a Cãels skin, 
but we muſt be clothed( with Dizes)in pur- 
ple & fine white, & with Herod we muſt b 
attired in gorgeous apparel, & therfore with 
Diues & Her 3 — ſuddecofusio, 
uecne Heſter ſaid: Thou knoWeſt O Lord 1 | 
Fn, hate the token of my prebeminence & Wor- 5 
ſhip, which} beare vpon my head, what time I 
muſt ſhevo myſelfe and be ſeene, and that I abborre 
it as uncleane cloth, and that Iweare it not when 
am quiet and alone by my ſelfe.. As this good 
Queene did abhorrepridein apparel, ſo the 
daughters of vanitie now adaies do highl 
eſteeme it :Butasinacoffin when it is mo 
ſumptuouſly dect there is (no doubt) a dead 
carkas there lying: ſo where yee ſee the 
daughters of men to haue their broidred 
haire, their gold and pearles, contrarie to 
the rule of the eApoſtle : there (no doubt) 
isa dead ſtinking ſoule. Democrates ſaid: img. 
There were two ornaments of a womi, few 
wordes, and few garments. The woman of 
Latidemon refuſed pretious garments ſent 
them by Dionifcus: the Roman — — 
acke 
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by Pyrrłus. I wil end therfore withan hiſto- 
rie of the Batrians, whole wines fell from 
the pride of apparell to whoredome, not 
onely with their ſer uantes, but with ſtran· 
gers: and they gat ſuch a maſterie, and rule 
ouer their husbands, that aibeit their huſ- 
bands did ſee them committing adulterie, 
yet they durſt notreproue them. 

But as I would haue the dames of Eng- 
land to leaue wanton and ſuperfluous appa- 
rell, ſo I will with Terrulian commend vnto 
them a good ſute of raiment, Come forth 
(faith Tertulian) yee women beutified with

Sccond!y,al other 
vices are ouercome of ſome vertue: as adul- 
tery by chaſlitye, couetouſneſſe by merciful- 
neſſe, and hatred by loue: but vaineglorye 
ariſethof well doing. Thiraly, by how much 
the more vainglory is kept down, by ſo much 
the more it is encreaſed. For euerye euill ari- 
ſeth of an euill but onely vaineglory procee- 
deth of well doing.

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ug. dinately, for the glory of God: But let your

Now doe wee ſee our owne faultes, 
whichare in the peece of the wallet that han- 
geth behinde vs. Thirdly, we are fellow - ſer· 
uants, and being therfore in the ſame con di- 


tion, wee ſhould liue in charitie which coue- 


reth the multitude of ſinnes. Fourthly, Chriſt 
is the onely judge of the quicke and the dead, 
and therefore we may not malepartly aſcend 
into his tribunall ſeate, Fifthlye, our iudge- 
mets are to be ſuſpected, becauſe weſce only 
the outward and not the inward partes. ill 
ſaith : The wicked man doth — eaſily con. 
demne the good, but the good doth not eaſily 
condemne the wicked. Moſt iuſtly therefore 
faith the Apoſtle. Who art thou that miſdeemeſt 
an other mans ſeruant? bee ſtandeth or falleth be- 
fore his Lord, Saul breathing out miſcheefe a- 
ainſt the church of God, was ſuddenly cal · 
[:4,and of Saul became Paul,ofa proud Pha- 
riſie an humble penitent, ofa malicious perſe- 
cutor a zealous Apoſtle, and laboured _ 
in his 
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in his vocation then all his fellowes. 


Auguſt ine faith, we muſt deſpaire of none as , 
long as the patience of God doth lead him to d | 


repentance,neither he,that will not haue the » 
deathof a finner, but that he ſhould turn and » 
live, doth take him out of this life. He isa Pa- » 
gan to day, how knoweſt thou but he may be » 
a Chriſtian to morrow? he is an vnbeleeuing⸗ 
Jew to day, what if to morrow he attaine to⸗ 
the Catholique religion? he is a Schiſmatizque » 
to day, what if to morrowe hee embrace the » 
yaitic of the Church? what if thoſe in whom » 
you finde all kinde of error and condemne as 5 
molt deſperate, ſhall repent before they ende » 
their life? Therefore brethren, this doththe » 
Apoſtle warne you, iudge not any man, be- 5 
fore thetime come, 

This rule of the Apoſtleas «Auguſtine no- 
teth, condemneth the Phariſies that were in 
Chriſtes time, the Catharoi that were in Cypri- 
ans time, the Donatiſtes that were in Augu- 
ſtines time, and the Martiniſtes oc our time. 
They haue written a booke of Martin mar- 
prelate, I hope hereafter they wil write a book 
of Martin marphari ſey. 


For as ¶Auguſtine noteth in a Treatiſe hee auguft: 


hath of the conflict of vertues and vices, 
ſelfe · loue giueth vs this counſell, thou art 
better 
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er then all others in eloquence, riches, 
and honours, and in all giftes both ſpirituall 
and corporall, deſpiſe therefore all and make 
thy ſelfe better then all:ſo ſaith Martin, that 
hee is better then the Biſhops and Miniſters 
of this land. 

So ſayde the falſe Prophettes in Eſayes 
time. Stand aparte, come not neere, for I am 
holyer then thau. But albeit Martin hath ma- 
ny followers, which hope by ſacriledge to 
enriche themſelues; yet let them hearken 
what God ſpeaketh by the mouth of his 
Prophet: Beholde , 7 will enter into iudge- 
ment with thee, becauſe thou ſayeſt I bane not ſin- 
ned. 

Abſolom when hee perſwaded the peo- 
ple to rebellyon , ſayde, Oh that I were 
made iudge in the land, that every man Which 
bath anye matter in controuerſye might come 
to mee, that f might doe hum iuſtice, and 
when any man came neere to him and did him 
obeyſance, hee put forth bis band and tooke him 
and kiſſed him : and that hee ſtole the hurts of the 

ople. | 
4 As Abſolom made the people beleeue 
hee would doe iuſtice better then Dauid: ſo 
doth Martine make the Worlde belecua, 
that he will miniſter diſcipline a ay 
etter 
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better then the graue fathers of this land;and 
to this end he bendeth himſelfe to dime our 
Biſhops out of their houſes, as Abſolomdid his 
father. But I pray God giue them grace to te- 
member the tragical end of Abſolom, that fo 
they by repentance may eſcape the like. For 
otherwiſe God will be auenged ofthe repro- 
ches & ſlaunders that haue bene vſed againſt 
Miniſters and Prophets. Fer bee that roucheth auch, . 

ou (ſaith God to his prophets)roucheth the ap- 

ple of my eye. 

Fulneſſe of bread is another ſinne that fore. Flreſt of 
runneth our ouerthrow for fulneſſe of bread ſu of 56 
cauſeth curioſitie. For then we make vs preat — 2 
wor bei, buillle vs houſes, plant vineyardes,make vs Eccl.

of iniquitie, they lye vpon beds of iuory, and ſtretch 
themſelues pon their beds, and eate the Lambes 
of the flocks, and the Calues out of the ſtall, they 
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The crie e Englund. 
ſong to the ſound of the viole, they inuent to them 
ſelues inſtrumentes of muſicke like Dauid; they 
drinke wine tn boWles , and annainte themſelues 
with ſweete eynte mente, and no man is ſory for the 
affliction of loſepb. And as Paul ſaith, They are 
lovers of pleaſure , more then louers of God, As 
fulneſſe of bread cauſeth curioſitie: and cu- 
rioſitie pleaſure: ſo pleaſureisthe cauſe of ſes 
curity, The wickedis ſo proud hee careth not for 
God,neither is God in all his thoughtes, bis waies 
are alwaies proſperous, therefore defyeth be all hit 
enemies, for hee ſaith in his hart, 7 ſhall neuer be 
moued, there ſhall no harme happen unto me: and 
againe a little after, God hath forgotten, bee hi- 
detb away his face, and will neuer ſee it.

trey? fulneſſe of bread hath ſet this fearfull 

iudge- 
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iudgement declared by Moſes, repeated by 

— by the Euangeliſtes, 
and inculcated by the Apoſtles, farte out of 
our fight. 

Why doe we burye in obliuion the deſo· 
lation of the lewes, which was moſt lamen- 
table. Firſt, becauſe it was in the feaſt of 
the Paſſe - ouer, when they were all aſſem- 
bled together. Secondlye , becauſe of the 
domelticall ſedition , for there were three 
Ruffians that ſtriued in the Cittie for the 
gouernement , ſobn, Simon , and Elrat er, 
and theſe ſo skirmiſhed one with the o- 

ther, that in one daye eight thouſand, and 
in an other daye tenne thouſande or more 
were ſlaine within the walles. Thirdlye, 
by reaſon of the plague which was ſo dread» 
full, that from the fourteenth day of Apiill, 
vnto the Calendes of Iulv. there dyed in the 
peſtileuce a hundreth ſifteene thouſand and 
eightie. 
Fourthly, by reaſon of the famine which was 
ſo extreame. that the husbands pulled the 
meate out of their wijues mouthes, the pa- 
rentesfrom the children, the children from 
the parentes, the Brethren from the ſiſters, 
ſiſters from the brethren; they did eat —

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old leather pluckt off their targets, oxe dung, 
and pigeons dung and a noble woman dwel- 
ling in a ſtreet calſed Batezor killed her owne 
infant to cat it, but before ſhe killed him, ſhe 
vttered theſe wordes with teares, and kiſſed 
him ſaying; o wretched childe for whom ſhal 
I keepethee in warre,famin, and ſedition? if 
thou goeſt ro theRomans there is bondage, 
and before bondage goeth famine, and the ſe- 
ditious wil aſfli vs worſe the both: woe be 
vnto me molt wretched mother; I did hope 
that thou ſhouldſt burye me, but now alas 
pinching famine (which pierceth my bowels 
and marow)forceth me that I muſt bury thee 
agame in my belly. whom before I haue carri- 
ed in my womb;and when ſhe had wept and 
kiſſed him otten, ſhe put her child behind her 
and killed it with a dagger, & {aid bethou to 
me meat: to the ſeditious Erinnit, and to the 
world a fable. Fiftly, it was greeuous, becauſe 
two thouland killed themſelues. Sixtlye, be- 
cauſe the Senatours were put to moſt vile 
wor kes. Seuenthly, becauſe this was all done 
of the enemies of religion. Eghtly, becauſe it 
was in the time of harueſt. And laſtly, becauſe 
of the great nũber ſlain, which were 110000.

Dauid though he repented for his whore- 
dome and murther, yet his puniſſiment was 
ſo great. that hee ſaide, There l nothing ſound 
in my fleſhe becauſe of thy anger, neither is there 
reſt in my bones becauſe of my ſinne. I cauſe my 
bed enery night to ſwimme, and Water my couch 
with teares. eMyſtrength faileth, and the light 
of my eyes euer is not my on. Yea his own Son 
Abſalom firſt draue him out of his houſe, ſe- 
condly, defloured his own wines,thirdly, Ab. 
ſalom was hãged, fourthly,for one Yrias were 
ſlaine three of Dazids ſonnes, Ammon, Abſa- 
lom,and Adonias.Therefore well faith Dawid, 
Ay fleſh trembleth for feare of thee , and I am 
afraide of thy iudgementi. 

Dauid was afraide of Gods iudgementes, 
becauſe the ſworde neuer departed from his 
houſe ; but we that liue in fulneſſe of bread; 
we fearenot the indgementes of God in the 
ſlaughter of the idolaters, the deſtruction of 
the murmurers, the murther of the fornica- 
tors, the pittifull deſolation of Ieruſalem, 
the drowumg of all the worlde, the burnin :

ere is the cauſeof ſo many fraies and bloodſheds,

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ſelues either to murder, whordome or theft, 
Therefore as an idoll is a vaine and abhomi- 
nable thing, which hath eies & yet ſeeth not, 
eares and heareth not, a noſe and ſmelleth 
not, ſeete and walke not: ſo to ſee a man 
whoſe wit is pregnant, and bodye ſtrong, to 
be vnexerciſed both in minde and bodye, is a 
ſin not to be ſuffered in the common wealth, 
or in the Church of God. For as the tree that 
beareth no frute is to be hewen done and 
caſt into the fire: ſo the man that is vnprofi 
table to the Church of God, ſhall by the axe 
6f Gods iudgement, be hewen downe and 
calt into hell fire, though he were the higheſt 
cedar in Libanus. 

Fourthly, hee reproueth them in reſpe& of 
the time, for the day is appointed to labour, 
and the night to reſt : The ſunne ariſeth, the 
Lyons retire and conch in their dennes, then man 
goeth forth to his worke and to his labour: So 
this being the daye of ſaluatron , and the time 
accepted : wee ought while wee haue time to doe 


good. Mans life is but ſhorre: Firſt, becauſe 


we ſhould withdraw our loue tothe world: 
ſecondly,that we might not be weary of well 
doing: thirdly, that weſhould not ſpend our 
life vnprofitablie: fourthly, to ſhew the loue 
of God, who for a daies labour giueth vs the

ennie of eternall life: fiftly, hereby we learn 
that God hath choſen man to eternall life, be- 
cauſe hee would ſuffer him to be heere but 
a little while: ſixtly, that we ſhould make 
very great haſte to enter into our reſt, As 
therefore man will labour earneſtly and dili- 
gentlye that hee be not preuented with the 
night, ſo will the godlye alſo labour earneſt- 
lye in their vocation in this precious, ſhort, 
and jrreuocable time of their life, becauſe 
after death there is no daye, but night, 
no time accepted , but the daye of ven- 

cance. 

Fiftly and laſtly, the idle are reproued for 
the continuance of time, all the daye:where 
fore it is a ſhamefor a Chriſtian man to be 
idle in the church of God: a greater ſhame 
to be idle in the time of the Goſpel! , bur 
to be idle all daye is the greateſt ſhamein 
the worlde. If you will not come into the 
vineyard at the ſixt houre, come in at the 
ninth: if not at the ninth houre, come in 
at the eleuenth houre: but if you wil come 
neither at the firſt nor laſt houte, then ſhall 
you neuer receiue the reward of euerlaſti 
life: they that came in at the laſt houre thalt 


be firſt , bur they that came not in at all, 


were refuſed as loyterers, and condemned as 
vnprofitable,

If then God being bountifull vnto vs, 
we are vnkinde to our brethren, we are iuſt- 
ly condemned to eternall fire: firſt, becauſe 
of the facilitie of the petition, for what doth 
he aske ? a peece of bread, a cup of drinke, 
an olde garment , or à peece of filuer: 
who will denye this to the hungrie, thirſtie,

Thirdly, becauſe of the compaſoion of nature 
that ſhould bee in vs, for hee is a man, and 
therefore we muſt weigh who asketh , what 
he asketh,and of whome. He that asketh isa 
man, ſo art thou: he is fraile, ſo art thou: hee 
is milerable, ſo art thou: what doth he ask&?

none of thine ; for thou art but a ſleward of 
it: But thou being a ſinfull man doſt begge 
of God, and thou beggeſt riehteouſnclle. 
No if thou being a ma doſt deny thy equal, 
when he asketh that which is not thine: how 
dareſt thou being far inferiour to God, aske 
of him righteouſneſſe or mercie? thou wilt 
not giue to thy neighbour temporall things, 
how ſhall God giue to thee eternall things?

gels ioyous, and perpetuall in the affſuence of 
riches) the iufluence of pleaſures, and the cõ- 
fluence of all Saints, is promiſed for a peece 
of meate, a draught of drinke, a nights lod- 
ging, an old garment, or à peece of filuer. Is 
—— a wife marchant, that changeth lead 
for golde, a copiehold for an inheritance, and 


for houſe akingdome? ſo doe all thoſe that 


be mercifull to the poore. 
The fift thing that ſhould moue vs to mer- 
cifulneſſe, is the dignitie of the receiuer: for 
whatſocuer ye giue to the poore, yee giue to 
Chriſt. We ought to giue to the poore for his 
owne ſalce, for our ſake, and for Chriſtes ſake: 
for his owne ſake, becauſe if he he in the ſtate 
of grace, hee is the childe of God, if hee bea 
ſinner, he is the workemanſhip of God: and 
therefore albeit he is to be puniſhed, becauſe 
he is an offendor ; yet he is to be pittied be- 
cauſe hee isa man, and hee muſt ſee in vs the 
worke of mercifulneſſe, that hee may gloriſie 
our Father which is in heauen. For thy owne 
ſake alſo thou muſt be mercifull : For Bleſs 
fed are the mercifull , for they ſhall obtaine

The ſeuenth thing that ſhould moue vs 
to mercye, is the iuſtice of the gift, for his 
owne thinges hee aecepteth at our handes, as 


though we had giuen them: hee giueth vs 


bread, and yet hee ſaith, we giue him bread;

Now betauſe neither the facilitie of the peti- 
tion, nor the miſerie of the ai flicted, nor the 
cõpaſsion of nature, nor the deſire of the pro- 
miſe, nor the dignitie of the receiuer, nor the 
ſuperabundance of honor which hee giueth, 
nor the iuflice of the gift can moue vs to be 
pittiful to the poore, therefore it is the ſin of 
Sodom which was burned, & the ſin of Ieru- 
ſalem which was ſacked, and the fin of this 
iron age, which ſhall be condemned. 
Vnder the name of the poore, are meant 
the miniſtets of God, poore ſcholers which

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ſicke men, priſoners and baniſned men: to 
be vnmereiful to theſe is the ſinne of Sodom, 
and a ſinne that neuer leaueth crying to God. 
till it hath brought downe on the mercileſſe 
extreame damnation: For wee ſhould lous 
them, and we hate the;we ſhould heare the, 
and we ſtop our eares; we ſhould viſit them 
gladly, and wee diſdaine them : wee ſhould 
{peak rothem gently, and we ſpeake rough- 
ly ; weſhould haue compaſsion en them, and 
we are incompaſsionate towardes them: we 
ſhould dothem good,and we do them harm:

places of england. What ſhall befall them 
which grinde the faces of the poore , and bray 


them as it were in a morter? What vengeance ſhal 


they receiue, which hate the good and loue the 


euill, and pluckę off their skins from them, and 
their fleſh from their bones,and they eate alſo the 
fleſh of my people (faith God) andflay off their

abſurd thing. Should ſuch a man as f flie? ſaith Nek. 6. i. 


(Nebemiah )the Prophgt: So, for a magiſtrate 
to be a couetous Godin idoll God, or a bellie 
God,isa great ſhame, Far as Dauid excelling 
Saul in vertue, was choſen to be king, and Saul 
reiected, ſo the wicked ſhalbe humbled, and 
the 
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the vertuous exalted. Now becauſe our high- 
er powers haue in them bafe villanies, our Fa- 
thers are tirants, our heads are giddy, our men 
are beaſts, and our Gods diuels: it is afeartull 
token of our future deſolation. | 

As the Magiſtrates haue finnes exceeding 
great , ſo haue the priuate men, Saint Paul 
willeth vs to ſubmit our ſelues to our magi- 
ſtrates; whichſubieQion containeth 5̃. things: 


firſte, that wee acknowledge them to be ap- 


— — our gouernouts from God, for hee 
imſelfe ſaith, by me kings doe raigne:Secondly, 
that wee thould yeelde them reuerence with 
feare: 3. that we ſhould obey the in the ſimpli- 
citie of heart: 4.that we be thankfull vnto the 
in heart & deed:g. that of all the Princes acti- 
ons we giue a gentle interpretation. For as 
a bitter medicine doth oftentimes more good 
then a ſweete:ſo the actions of Princes, whe- 
ther they like or diſlike vs, ought to be gently 
interpreted. But wee thinke not our gouer- 
norsto be aduaunced by God; for if we did, 
then ſhould wee reuerence them; but wee

FP mally, ſome ofour Miniſters are as coue- 
tous as Ahab, ſome as full of ſcoffing,as?/mael, 
ſomeas wanton as Salomon, ſome as traiterous 
as Judas, ſome as ignorant as an aſſe, and ſome 
as ambitious as the diuel. ;

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third of the Actes, hee maruelleth that any of 
vs do enter into the kingdome of heauen: for 
as the parrets ſpake the wordes of men, ſo we 
ſpeake the wordes of the Apoſtles; and not 
only our wor des are vaine, but our workes are 
abhominable. 

Concerning the hearers of the worde, 
from ſome the Diuell ſtealeth the word out 
of their hearts, others are choaked with the 
cares and pleaſures of this life, others are ſo 
bard hearted and impenitent, that a man were 
as good preach to the incenſible ſtones, as to 
them We are commaunded not only to heare 
the word, but to vnderſtand it; Heare and un- 
derſtand, ſaith Chriſt; neither ſhould we only 
vnderſtand it, but laye it vp in our heart; and 


therefore Mary is commended, that the kepe 


all Chriſtes ſayings in her heart. And we ſhould 
not onely loue the word, but be doers of the 
ame. 

But ſome will neuer heare, as our Papiſtes; 
ſome doe heare and not vnderſtand, as the 
ignorant;ſome vnderſtand the word, but loue 
it not, as the hypocrite; ſome doe heare, vn- 
det ſtand, and loue it, but are not doers of the 
word, as vaine Goſpellers. 


. Tim. 4. 2. · Paul ſaith, Preach the word,be inſtant in ſeaſon 


and 
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and out of ſeaſon, im proue, rebuke, ex horte vvith 
all long ſuffering and doctrme; for the time vvill 
come, whenthey will not ſuffer wholeſome doctrine, 
but hauing their cares itching, ſhall after their 
oWwne luſtes get them a heape of teachers. 
Learned Diuines haue noted eight cauſes 
of hereſies: the firſt is ignorance, which in- 
deede is the mother of ſeductions. For igno- 
rance is not onely deſtitute of vpright 5 
ment, but alſo is in danger of the wickedneſſe 
of deceitfull men, and therefore the Apoſtle 
commandeth, Brethren be not children in vn- 
derſtanding, but as concerning maliciouſueſſe be 
children, The eraftie Papiſts therefore which 
ot both gaine and Lordſhip ouer the peo- 
ple, did care by all meanes to keepe the decei- 
ued multitude in ignorance. Secondly, a wa- 
uering mindfolloweth this ignorance; wher- 
by it commeth to paſſe, that they which are 
children in vnderſtanding. are carried about 
with euery blaſt of vaine doctrine. This wa- 
uering the Apoſtle reproueth, Hee gaue ſome ppb. 4. un. 
to be Apoſtles and ſome Prophets, ſome Euange- &c. 
liſts, and ſome Paſtors and teachers, for the ga- 
thering togither of the Saintes, for the worke of 
the mmiſtery,and for the glorification of the bodie 
of Chriſt, till we all meet togither in the vnitie of 
faith,

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faith, and knowledge of the ſame God,unto a perfect 
man, and vnto ih. meaſure of the age of the ful- 
neſſe of Chriſt. That we henceforth be no more 
children, wauering, and carried away With euerie 
winde of doctrine by the deceit of men, and with 
craftineſſe , whereby they lye in wane to deceine. 
This ignorance therefore and wauering of 
minde, doth open the doore to all hereſies and 
errors, and maketh the vnskilfull multitude 
to follow heretiques & deceitfull men. Third - 
ly, where the vice of curioſitie taketh effect, 
there euery hereticill deceit preuaileth: for 
aſſoone as any new or — (97 thing is 
taught, they which are curious, deſiring to 
know what it is, doe greedily heare, read, and 
entertaine it. 5 
Fourthly, this happeneth to them which 
are as it were ſlaues to their luſtes, when they 
hearea doctrine pleaſing their defires, by and 
by they note it, andapply both their eares and 
their heart to it. Of this the Apoſtle foretold; 


«.Tim,4-3.4. For the time will come, when they will not ſuf- 


fer woholeſome doctrine, but hauing their eares 
chung, ſhall after their owne luſtes get them an 
heape of teachers, and ſhall turne their eares from 
the truth, and ſhall be giuen unto fables. Sound 
doctrine to the corrupt fleſhe languiſhing in 
deſires, 
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deſires is as amedicine to a ſick man: for euen 
as a faithſull Phifujan is greeuous to a ſicke 
man, forbidding him thoſe thinges which he 
greatly defireth, andcommanding him thoſe 
things which are contrary to his deſires; and 
as a deceiuer is acceptable, who regarding 
his own profit, yeeldeth to his defires : in like 
maner the Apoſtle did foreſee that the doc- 
trine of truth would be greeuous to carnall 
men, and ſeruauts of their oven luſts; & ther- 
fore they would turn away their eares from it 
to falſe teachers, & their fables (being not grie- 
uous but ioyous to the fleſh) they ſfiuld gree · 
dily embrace. 5. Whoſoeuer hath ſuch itching 
eares, they are alwaies vnſtable. 6 S. Peter ſaith; 
that vnlearned and vnſtable men peruert the ſerip- pt. — 
tures vnto their owne deſtruction: for they are 
lighter thẽ a reed & moued with euery wind. 
7 Ignorance therfore ioyned with a deſire of 
noueltie, being coupled with inſtabilitie, ma- 
keth the ſimple people to receiue chaffe for 
wheate,droſſefor gold, vineger for wine, poi - 
ſon for meat, & fal ſhood for truth. Some hea« 
rers are compared to ſtones, they proſite no- 
thing; ſame to thornes, they choake the ſeede 
which is in them with voluptuouſneſſe; ſome 
to Swine, for they raile againſt the Preachers: 
| fome 


Fathers haue 
exceeding 
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ſome to dogs, for they are willing to deuour 
vs. This froward and crooked generation that 
deſpiſe the word aud kil the prophets that are 
ſent to them, ſhal haue their houſe deſolate. 
Fathers alſo haue exceeding great fins. For 
fathers owe to their ſons. 1 .loue;: diligẽt edu- 
cation; 3. wiſe gouernement;that they benot 
corrupted either with too much cockering, or 
with ouermuch auſterity;4.to bring vp theit 
children in good arts & godlines; 5. to correct 
them if they do not their duty. But our parẽts 
in ſteed of loue vſe fond affection: and for go- 
uernment we may ſay as Themiſtocles ſaide, I 
rule Athens, my wife ruleth me, and my child 
ruleth my wife: and wheras they ſhould be in- 
ſtructed in good artes and in pittie, they are 
inſtructed in carding, dicing, dancin g, haw- 
king and huntin —— >> where 'they ſhould: 
cortect their children for offending, they re- 
ioyce in their wickednes. Job and Jeremy did 
curſe their father that did beget thẽ, and the 
mother that did heare the, becauſe they were 
borne to ſuch trouble and miſeries: but the 
children of our time wil curſe their parentes 
becauſe they are nouriſhed vp in wickedneſſe 
forthe tormẽts of hell, vVhichare ceaſeles, end- 
leſle, & reniediles. Fathers wil teach theirſons 
| do 
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to haue their barns full of corne with the rich et: 


man,their purſes full of mony with the rich 
glutton,their houſes ful of plate with Ezechi= 
u, their backes full of gorgeous apparrel with 
Herode, their table full of daintye diſhes with 
Aſſaerns,but they are ynfurniſhed of all kind 
of yertuesand heauenly graces:and therefore 
though they & their parents ſpend their daies 
in wealthines,yetina moment they go down 
to hell. ; 


Children owe to thei ——— the loue chudren 
ofthe heart, and they wiſh them dead to haue — 
their goods; ſecondly honor, and they diſho- 


nour their parents; thirdly ſuſtentation in ne- 
a they rob their parents; fourthly 
ſexuice in all obſequies, & they are rebellious; 
fiftly reuerence in words, and they are taun- 
ters: ſixtly obedience in honeſt things, and 
they are diſobedient; ſeuenthly pardon in of- 
fences, and they like Cham diſcouer their Pa- 
rents ſhame; eightly tolerance in aduerſitye, 
and they refuſe toacknowledge their parents; 
Therfore noble houſes are decaied, the poſte- 
ritie of the rich are brought to ſcatſitie, the 
extorcioner conſumeth their wealth, and hor- 
rible is the end of the vnrighteous generati- 
on, For either with Abſelom they arc hanged, 
Jin or

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or with the Sonnes of Elrthey are ſlaine; or 
with the ſonnes of Job their braines are daſhe 
out; or with the ſonnes of Saul they are be- 
headed;or withthe children of letuſalem they 
are brought to a perpetuall deſolation. To tel 
here ho ſome are ſcoffers with Iſnel; ſome 
adulterers with the ſons of li; ſome bribers 
as the ſonnes of Samuel; ſome theeues as the 
ſonnes of Achan; ſome gluttons as the ſonnes 
of Job; ſome Atheiſts, neither ſeruing God, 
nor honoring the Magiſtrate, nor louiug the 
Miniſter, nor reuerencingthe aged, nor obey- 
ing their father, nor ſubmitting themſelues to 
their mother, nor pittying the poore, nor re- 
arding their conſanguinitie, were too long 
Be me to ſpeak, and tedious for you to heare: 
only this I ſay, our children are the children 
of wrath and of endles deſtruction for the 
moſt part. | | 
Euil example of Magiſtrats, Mipiſters and 
Fathers, are an other meanes to aggrauate ſin. 
For when I ſrael coupled himſelf to Baal Peor, 
the Lord being angtye ſaide thus to M oſer. 
Num.25.4-T ake all the heads of the people and 
hang them vp before the Lord againſt the ſun, that 
the indignation of the Lordes wrath may ceaſe 
from 7jrael, Magiſtrates ſhould be mas; of | 
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ble in birth, in knowledge and in vertues. As 

they haue a crown of pure gold, ſo muſt they 

ſhine in puritio to their ſubiectes as they are 

deckt with precious ſtons, ſo mult they ſhine 

in excellent vertues;as they weare chaines of 

gold, ſo they muſt be endued with wiſdome, 

nultice, fortitude and temperance ; as they 

haue a ſcepter, ſo they may not he bẽded from 

iuſtice to oppreſsion, or from clemencye to 

fooliſh pittie. They are the Sun of the cõmon 

weale, therefore if they be darkened, there 

muſt needes followe horror and confuſion: 

they are the heart ofthe political bodie, if they 

be poyſoned with the venome of ſinne, the 

whole body muſt ueeds be infected to death.

Pontius in his , chapter of liberalitie, ſne w- An example 
eth;thata certain rich womã, had but one on- — 
ly ſonne, whom ſhe brought vp fo wantonly, fo ius. 
that he became a theefe, and was brought to, 
the gallowes : and ſeeing his mother; hee de- 
fired to ſpeake ſecretlye with her, and when 
ſhepur forth her mouth to kiſſe him, hee Bit 
of her noſthrilles and did ſpitte them on the 
ground (vſing theſe wordes) let this be an? 
example for motherly education. Senica the 
maiſter of Nero, which is ſaide to be a ma- 
ſter of his vices, not becauſe hee did prouoke 
him to euils, but becauſe hee did not teſtraine 
him fro it, he is reported to be butcherly mur- 
dered of Nero his ſcholler. Hemingius on the

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| ſecond epiſtle of /obn,noteth that a fellow wag 
4 accuſed of. murders. The iudge being great - 
| ly mooued with the atrocitie of ſo hemous 
| crimes , ſtudied what worthie puniſhmeot 
might be inflicted on him. An Aduocat plea- 
ding for the tranſgreſſor, proued that the mas 
lefactor had committed but one murt her and 
the Iudge the othe r ſix: and being demauded 
how, he replied, that if the homicide had bene 
put to death at the firſt murder as hee deſer- 
ued, then thoſe ſix had not bene ſlaine. The 
pardon therefore of the iudge, was the cauſe 
that thoſe other ſix were ſlaine. To this may 
be added the fearefull break · neck of Eli. who 
for not puniſhing his ſons, dre w a tragical pu- 
niſhment ypon both himſelfe and his ſons al- 
ſo. Let euerye Prince therefore draw out his 
ſword, and euery father exerciſe his rod, other- 
wiſe the ſcourge of Gods wrath, & the ſword 
of yengeance will ſodenly and ſeue rely fal vp-

bdliue. ſo hee will not ſparethe wilde: for we 
bluſhe not to commit idolatrye and blaſphe- 
mie, to prophane our Sabaoth, to rebell, to 
murder, to go a whoring, to rob, to oppreſle, 
to commit vſurie, to ſlaunder our brethren, 
or reuile our fathers, Very well faith Tullie: 
without ſhamefaſtneſſe nothing is right, no- 
thing is honeſt But better ſaith Bernard, ſpi- 
rituall ſhamefaſtneſſe is the glory of the con- 
ſcience, the keeperofa good name, the honor 
of life, the ſeat of vertues, the praiſe of nature, 
and the badge of all honeſtie: but where this 
vertue wanteth, there is ſcorne and contempt

The Starres and the Sunne are darkened 
with the cloudes, but the ſoule of man ſeg» 
eth, though being hid in an obſcure bodiez 
and therefore Dau ſetteth it downe moſt 
plainely, where hee faith : My ſoule longeth 
yea and faintethfor the courts of the Lord: for 
my heart and my fleſhe reioyce in the lining God.

The habitation of the ſoule 
by affection is in heauen,as proueth Paul, Our 
converſation is in beauen. It is a baſe thin 
therefore to takea cottage for a cittie; the 
worlde is a cottage, heauen is the cittie of 
Saintes. When then the ſoule of man deſireth 

Ide, hee can neuer laue all the gold of the 
worlde: when he deſireth rule he can neuer 
haue che rule of all the world ; when he hun- 
teth for the praiſe of men, he cannot haue 
the praiſe of all the worlde: but that ſoule 
which poſſeſſeth Chrift, poſſeſſeth all things. 
As God hath giuen vs Chriſt Ieſu, fo hath 
be ginen us ali thinges. Who will then ſtudie 
for riches, which is vanitie; or for pleaſure, 
which is hurtfull; or for finne, which is dam- 
nable : and forſake God which is truth, Chriſt 
which is mercie, and the holy Ghoſt which is 
conſolation. 

Finally, all earthly things be of a ſhort con- 
tinuance, the things in heauen (which are the 
obic ofthe ſoule)are eternall. All things in 
earth are greeuous, for they are full of miſe- 
ries; things in heauen are delighiful. The ſtu- 
dies of mortall things do not performe thoſe 
thinges they promiſe: for as Baſil noteth: 
Things paſt are vaniſhed and paſt our ſenſes; 


thingesprelentiflce away before they - = 
ca; 
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Ned ; things to come ſith they are not preſent 
aff: vs with their want, All worldly things 
are ynilable: for as 4 flour e they ſpromt vp, and 
fall avaine, and neuer continue in one eſtate : for 
we are whole and ficke, rich and poore, Laſt. 
ly, they that gather riches,cannot tel to whom 
they ſhall leave them. To ſer our delight there- 
fore on ſhort things and not in eternall; to ſer 
our ſtudies on troubleſome rhinges, not in 
happie things; to ſet our affections on earth- 
ly thinges that content vs not, and leaue hea- 
uenly things that yeeld full contentation; to 
apply our mind to the inſtable thinges of this 
worlde, leauing thecertaine treaſures of hea- 
uen, is a ſinne that argueth Gods diſpleaſure, k 
and procureth aſpecdie and fearefull deſtruc- | 
dion. 

Perſeuerance in finne is another thing, that Perſeverance 


procureth the vengeance of God to fall ine- — ng 
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uitabl ie vpon vs. An hundred yeares was the exceeding 
arke in making, and in all that time the peo - * · 
ple repented not; therfore the flood came v 

n them and drowned them. Lot preached 5

Goſpellis the /mellof death:tbe long ſuſfering of 
Cod is abuſedtoimpenitencie:Chriſtian bberte is 
turned into wantonneſſe the ſupper of the Lord 
is receiued to our iuagement. Chr iſt himſelfe is 
a ſtone to ſtumble at, and a rocke of offence, The 
couſcience of men is deſiled, therefore nothing 
65 clean to them, Wherfore this exceeding great 
ſinne of obſtinacie is to be puniſhed with an 
exceeding great plague. 

It isa grieuous thing that a man profeſsing 
himſelfe to forſalte the deuill, the worlde and 
the fleſh, ſhould break this vow & cbuenant, 
which hee hath made with the holy God, the 
ſearcher of his heart & vaines, and the wdge 
of the quick & dead. But it is more gricuous 
hen not only we haue contemned the maie- 
ſty of God, and proudly reſiſted his lawe, and 


our ſelues to be followers of the deuil, and do 
ſerue him asa prince, & a God in all vnholines 
and vnrighteouſnes for euer. But it is a moſt 

ieuous ſin, that in the time of the Goſpel we 
are obdurat in ſinne. For this being the day of 
ſaluation & the time accepted, we turn it into 


the day of deſtruction and time of * 
0 
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To ſtumble in the night it is dangerous, but 
to fall backward in the light of the Goſpell is 
damnable. Dania ſinned but in his youth, we 
in our youth are wantons, in our middle 2 ö b 
proud, in our old age couetous: and the older 
we are, the more wicked we are. It is the na- 
ture of a man to ſin; it is the nature of a Chri- 
ſtian man to repent, but it is the nature bf th ö 
deuill neuer to repent, ſaith Auguſtine it atrea- Auguſtine, . | 
tile of the contrition of the heart. 
For as much then as the ſinfull generation - 
of this realme of England will neuer repent, 
but ſtop their eare hen God calleth them, 
fleeth from the Lord when he ſeeketh them, | 
and ſhutteth vp their hearts when he knock- 
eth to come into them; there mult be eithera 1 
general] tepentance,asthere was in Niniuie, | 
or elſe there will hea generall deſtruction as 
ther was in Sodom, which was in this maner. 
In Gen. 19.2 4. 25. Then the Lord rained vpon Jm 
Sodom & pon Gomorrha bremſton and fire from 15 
the Lord out of heauen, and ouert hre we thoſe ci. 
ties, and all the plaine, and all the inhabitantes of f 
the cities, and that that grew vpen the earth. Of 
this dreadfull deſolation you ſhall reade in 
Deutronomium 26. 23. Eſay 13.14 lere 50. 
40. Eze. 18. 49. Hoſ. 1 1. 8. Amos 4.11, Luke 
17. 29. and lude 7. 
Firſt, 
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» Firſt,he is noted who deſtroyed Sodome, 
the Lord:lecondly how he did rame vpon Sodom 
and Gomorrha brimſtoxe and fire : thirdly, from 
whence, from the Lord from heauen. The Lord 
which made Sodome & Gomorrha a pleaſant 
and frutfull vale, for the ſinnes of the people 
brought it vato vtter deſolation He did rame: * 
the end of raine is the fertilitie of the earth: 
the Sodomites turned the fertilitye of the 
earth into pride, fulneſſe of bread, idleneſſe , and 
unmercifulnes tothe poore : and therefore when 
this wickedneſſe was to be pnniſhed, it was 
reuenged not with famin,petlilece or ſword, 
but as the wicked had peruerted themſelues, 
ſo the Lord peruerted the raine, not to the 
nouriſhment of the earth, but to the ſterilitie 
of it; and gaue them for de w, brimſtone, and 
for water, fire. Strabo in his booke ſeemeth 
to giue ſome naturall cauſes of this deſtructi- 
on: But Moſes ſheweth it came from the Lord, 
who is able and willing to puniſhe ſtrange 
ſinnes with ſtrange plagues. 

Further we are here to learne in that it did 
mine, that abundance of fire fell from heauen: 
fo great is the treaſure in heauen of thoſe 
thinges whereby vengeance is to be taken on 
the reprobate on the earth Dent. 32. 34.300 
not thus laid in ſtore with me, and ſealed vp amon:

of. cities, the rockes exuſt, the earth full of 

aſhes, heapes of ſalt. a fikthie ſmell,a, dreadfull 

ſight, and a filthie lade:

5 God doth not only fay that the contem- 
ners of the Goſpell ſhall be grieuoyſly puni- 
ſhed, but he ſaith, it ſhall be more eaſie for the 
Sodomites, and more grieuous to the con- 
temners of his word. 

In this ſubuerſion are theſe thinges to be 


aboue. ' 

Secondly, many waies hath God to ſub. 
uert the wicked: the olde worlde he drow- 
ned with-water, the AEgiptians had diuers 
plagues, their waters were turned intobloud, 
the frogs crept into the kings chamber, they 
were puniſhed with gnats, flies, peſtilence, 
biles, haile, locuſts, darkneſſe, and the ſudden 
death of thefirſt borne of AEgipt. The mut- 
murers in the booke of Numbers, ſome were 
ſwallowed vp into the earth, ſome were con- 
ſumed with fire from heauen, and the temp- 
ters were all deſtroyed in the wildernes with 


fieric ſerpents. 
lerie ſerpents. The 
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The third thing memorable is this, that 
the indgement of God commeth ſuddenly : 
for when they were eating & drinking,buil- 
ding and planting, ſuddenly came fire from 


heauen and conſumeũ them. So Paul faith it 
ſhall be in theſe later daics : For when they ſhall 


ſay peace and ſafetie , then ſhall come vpen them 
ſudden deftruttion, as trauell upon a woman with 
child, and they ſhall not eſcape. : 

Fourthly,the wickedſhal not eſcape when 
the iudgement of - Godcommeth on them.

Therefore the flighiſball periſh from the ſwift,and Amos 115; 


the ſtrong ſhall not frengthen his force, neither 


ſhallthe mightie ſane his ſoule.; And bee that flieth amos.g.s, 


of them ſhall not flie away, and hee that eſcapeth of 

them ſhall not be doliuered. ei 
Fiftly, ſinnes do ſhorten our lines, for the 

moſt part ofthe Sodomites were no doubt in 


their youth, when the fire fell on them. e And Plal.5g.23; 


thou O Godſhalt bring them downe imo the pitie 
of corruption, the bloudie and deceirfull men ſuall 
not line balfe their dayes. | 

Sixtly, ſinnes being continued, do al waies 
bring newe plagues. The olde worlde was 
drowned with water, but Sodome was de- 
ſtroyed with fire: therfore it ought not to be 


incredible, that all the worlde ſhall be burned

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with fire; The heauen of heauensis the Lords, 
buttheearth hee hath giuen to the ſonnes of 
men ſo he gaue a fruitful plaine to the Sodo- 
mites, but when they abuſed it, hee rayned 
downe fire & brimſtonoas plentifull as raine. 
So becauſe in theſe laſt times wee abuſe the 
creaturò in riot and exceſſe, God no doubt 
will according to his word cõſume the whole 
world with fire. 

Seucathly,they that liue wickedly ſhal dye 
miſetahle. The Sodomitz liued in pride, ther- 


forethey came to ſhamg, hey were vnmerci- 


full to the poore,therfore they had iudgement 


without mercie. 


Laſtly, God will reuenge all injuries done, 


eſpecially thoſe. that are committed againſt 


his miniſters. For hee faith, Hee that toucheth 
jou raucheth the apple of mine dye And Plal. oy. 
15. Touch not mine annointed, and do my Prophets 
no harme. Cham for mocking the miniſter of 
God, Noah was cutſed in himſelfe, in his chil- 
dren, in earth, in heauen, of God and of men: 
ſo the viperous broodoſ Cham, which ſcorne 
the reuerend fathers of the Church ſhal be ac- 
curled tor eueti Ihe vnclean Sodomites were 
burned to aſhes, and condemned becauſe they 
ycked the righteous ſoule of Lot: lo our mur- 
murers
